Warning Given 
To White House 


Washington — Republican 


members sent word to the White 
House Wednesday that the 
House Judiciary Committee is 
virtually certain to subpoena 
material requested in February 
unless some concession is made 
before Thursday. 


House minority leader John J. 


Rhodes, R-Ariz., communicated 
that feeling to the White House 
late Wednesday afternoon after 
discussing the matter with Rep. 
Edward Hutchinson, R-Mich., 
and the ranking Republican on 
the Judiciary Committee. 


"I understand," Rhodes said, 


"there will be a motion made to 
subpoeu certain material" on 
Thursday." 


The move toward confronta- 


tion came as Democrats and 
Republicans on the committee 
caucused separately, and 
privately, to discuss the White 
House suggestion Tuesday night 
that they wait until April 22 to 
receive material requested Feb. 
25. 


The President's special 


counsel for Watergate matters, 
James D. St. Clair, seemed to 
shut the door to any White 
House retreat from its position 
late Wednesday. In a telephone 
interview, St. Clair said he had 
no reason to believe the White 
House will make any change in 
its position by Thursday. 


"I can't understand why there 


is such great concern," St. Clair 
said of the committee's reaction. 
"The committee's request bad 
no specifics until April 4 and it 
takes time to define, review, 
listen and transcribe the 
material" 


Congressional 
concern, 


however, was clearly spelled 
out, especially by Republicans 
who had been led to believe the 
White House response would be 
satisfactory to the committee 
and would avoid a confrontation. 


"I am not satisfied with the 


response," Hutchinson told 
reporters, "I think it was offen- 
sive to the House, I'm sorry to 
say." 


Any blame for a delay in the 


impeachment proceedings, he 
said, will have to be placed at 
the door of the White Bouse. 


"It might settle down into a 


long summer and fall," he 
added. "I don't think that we've 
been foot dragging at all." 


Democrats, emerging from 


their own caucus, were content 
to let the Republicans make the 
point of the committee's con- 
cern. 


Chairman Peter W. Rodino, 


D-N. J., would only tell newsmen 
that he had scheduled a meeting 
for Thursday morning and 
declined further 
comment. 


Republicans said the sole 
business of that meeting would 
be consideration of a con- 
gressional subpoena. 


What incensed committee 


members was the White House 
letter of Tuesday by SL Clair 
which said they are continuing to 
review the committee's request 
and would furnish additional 
material — without specifying 
what or now much — after the 
Easter recess, which begins 
Friday and ends April 22.

NEW YORK (AP) - Former 


Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell 
testified Wednesday that he in- 
tervened just once in a Securities 
and Exchange Commission 
fraud investigation of financier 
Robert Vesco. He said his action 
was not to obstruct the probe 
but to "further it." 


"On your oath, did you do 


anything during this entire 
period of time to fix or quash the 
investigation?" the 60-year-old 
former law and order man of the 
Nixon administration was asked 


"No sir," replied Mitchell, the 


first American since the Teapot 
Dome scandals of 50 years ago to 
answer a criminal indictment 
based on nis record in the 
Cabinet and in politics. 


The exchange was the 


highlight of scatter-gun 
testimony by Mitchell denying 
charges by former SEC 
chairmen William Casey and G. 
Bradford Cook and ex-White 
House counsel John W Dean III 
— all of whom linked the former 
attorney general and ex- 
Commerce Secretary Maurice 
Stans with Vesco's vain attempt 
to beat an SEC fraud rap. 


Mitchel and Stans are charged 


with conspiracy, obstruction of 
justice and perjury. They are ac- 
cused of trying to block the SEC 
investigation of Vesco in return 
for the financier's secret $200,- 
000 cash contribution to Presi- 


dent Nixon's re-election cam- 
paign. 


Mitchell admitted under 


questioning by his lawyer that he 
arranged a meeting between 
Harry Sears, a Vesco lawyer, and 
William Casey, then chairman of 
the SEC, as the result of a 
meeting with Sears on Feb. 12. 
1972. But he denied that he went 
beyond that. 


In other questions. Mitchell 


denied testimony from two 
earlier prosecution witnesses 


He said he first remembers 


meeting Vesco in the late spring 
of 1972. Harry Sears, who was in- 
dicted with Mitchell, Stans and 
Vesco but was given immunity 
to serve as a government 
witness, said he had introduced 
Vesco to Mitchell a year before 
that. 


Mitchell said it was con- 


ceivable the meeting Sears 
described took place but said he 
had no recollection of it. 


He was more specific in 


denying testimony by G. Brad- 
ford Cook, former chairman of 
the SEC, who told of a meeting 
in Mitchell's office during which 
he asked about a telephone call 
Mitchell had supposedly made to 
Switzerland on behalf of Vesco. 


Fleming asked if Cook had

Senators To Get Crack At Budget Vetoes

Enacting bills by the dozens, the Legislature 


Wednesday sprinted for home. 


Assured" that they at least would have the 


opportunity to consider gubernatorial budget 
vetoes on Thursday, senators decided to wind 
up their 1974 session this week and abandon 
about 50 other measures to the governor's 
wishes 


Had the Legislature recessed for a week 


prior to its 60th and final day in session, it 
would have been in position to override vetoes 
of any bills enacted on Wednesday. 


Fifty-seven bills were constitutionally eligi- 


ble for final reading decisions Wednesday, 
with only 13 unable to be considered until the 
60th day in session. 


The governor must return vetoes to the 


Legislature within five days, thus assuring that 
senators would have had an opportunity to 
have the final word on all but 13 of their 1974 
enactments. 


But. having decided not to stick around, 


lawmakers subjected only 34 bills to final 
reading, expanding Thursday's workload to 36 
measures — plus the consideration of budget 
vetoes. 


Sen. Eugene Mahoney of Omaha informed 


his colleagues that Gov. J. James Exon could 


return any budget vetoes to the lawmakers by 
mid-afternoon Thursday if they decided not to 
recess until next week. 


After fielding that message, the Legislature 


voted 25-19 to conclude its session on that day. 


(Earlier in the day, senators had voted 27-19 


to recess for a week, but Lt. Gov Frank Marsh 
ruled the motion required 30 votes since it was 
attached to another request which required 
suspension of legislative rules. No senator 
challenged that ruling.) 


Among Wednesday's enactments were six 


budget bills which had emerged from the Ap- 
propriations Committee. 


Exon promptly signed the three smallest, in- 


cluding a $10.9 million operational ap- 
propriations measure funding the statewide 
system of technical community colleges. 


Held for further consideration — and a like- 


ly string of item vetoes — were the two largest 
operational budget bills and the mainline 
capital construction budget package. 


Thirty votes would be required to override 


the governor's objections. All three bills 
received at least 41 votes Wednesday, and two 
were enacted without an opposing vote.

enactments were bills to increase payments 
for aid to dependent children and to provide

WASHINGTON <AP> - The 


Senate voted Wednesday to 
tighten a campaign reform bill's 
limitations on political con- 
tributions. 


The amendment by Sen. Dick 


Clark. D-Iowa. was approved. 64 
to 24. over the objections of Sen. 
Howard Cannon. D-Nev.. floor 
manager of the bill. 


Cannon said it was "quite like- 


ly to force every candidate" to 
go to public financing of his cam- 


paign rather than rely on private 
contributions. 


The amendment provides that 


the bill's limitation of $3.000 on 
contributions by individuals and 
$6.000 by organizations apply to 
a candidate's entire campaign. 


The bill permitted these 


amounts to be contributed 
separately to a candidate's 
primary, run-off and general 
election campaigns.

old leader as saying at a closed 
.meeting in Jerusalem. "1 have

They said she planned to sub- 


mit her resignation formally at a 
Cabinet meeting on Thursday 


That move would mean the 


collapse of Israel's government 
that took office only last month, 
and new general elections. 
However, they probably would 
not be organi2ed for several 
months. 


The party leaders said Mrs. 


Meir had agreed to stay on as 
head of a caretaker Cabinet until

the elections are held.

Some Disabled Given Tax Break 
Mayor Daley Crony Is Indicted For Kickbacks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With 


the April 15 deadline for filing 
1973 tax returns less than a week 
away, the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice has revised its regulations to 
give substantial new tax breaks 
to disabled pensioners who have 
not reached retirement age. 


No exact figures were 


available on the number of per- 
sons who would be affected, but 
officials said it could run to more 
than one million. 


Under court pressures the IRS 


announced liberalization of its 
rules on sick pay exclusions for 


the disabled pensioners 


By law. pensioned, disabled 


persons who have not reached 
retirement age are entitled to 
exclude up to $100 a week — $5.- 
200 a year — in sick pay from 
taxable income. 


The IRS has consistently held 


that this sick pay exclusion ends 
on the date at which the 
taxpayer would have reached 
earliest possible eligibility for 
retirement based on age and ser- 
vice. But a- series of court 
decisions, extending over several 


years, have taken a contrary 
view. 


They have held that the exclu- 


sion properly should end only 
when the taxpayer reaches the 
age that would have commanded 
mandatory age-service retire- 
ment under his pension plan. 


The new IRS ruling adopts the 


courts' interpretation. 


It applies not only to 1973 


federal tax returns, but retroac- 
tively through 1970 to returns of 
those denied the exclusion in 
these years while still below 
mandatory retirement age. 


Chicago (UPI) — Matthew J. 


Danafier, Chicago's chief court 
clerk and longtime crony of 
Mayor Richard J. Daley, was in- 
dicted Wednesday on federal 
charges of accepting kickbacks 
from construction firms. 


The indictment accused 


Danaher and two close 
associates of taking kickbacks 
totaling $400,000 from 1961 to 
1968 to ease the way for a 
housing development. 


The indictments were an- 


nounced by crusading U.S. Atty. 
James R. Thompson, who also 
pressed investigations leading to 
indictments of former Illinois 
Gov. Otto Kerner and another 
Daley friend and political power, 
Cook County Clerk Edward J. 
Barrett. 


SANDUSKY. Mich. (AP) - 


President Nixon took the 
burdens of Watergate to the 
campaign trail for the first time 
Wednesday and got a generally 
friendly reception from a heavily 
Republican farm area. 


But even here, Nixon was 


greeted by demonstrators who 
apparently prompted him to ad- 
dress a crowd of several thou- 
sand through the open roof of his 
bullet-proof limousine. A special 
platform had been prepared for 
him 


The tour was made for James 


Sparling, a Republican con- 
gressional candidate who invited 
Nixon, but who said he wouldn't 
hesitate to vote for impeach- 
ment if the facts warranted. 


Republican leaders said 


afterward they believed it had 
helped Sparling, but local 
Democrats claimed the visit 
could bring home Watergate to 
local voters and help elect a 
Democrat to Congress for the 
first time in 40 years. 


Everywhere Nixon went 


during the 57-mile motorcade 
that rambled through Michigan's 
•"Thumb", he was greeted by 
cheering crowds that out- 
numbered and outshouted 
protesters calling for his im- 
peachment. 


When the President spoke, it 


was on issues with appeal to the 
area. 


At the Tri-City Airport 


between Saginaw and Bay City, 
he told an estimated 5,000 per- 
sons that the Democratic- 
controlled Congress was holding 
up programs that might help the 
area's sagging auto industry. 


In the countryside, where navy 


beans and sugar beets are the 
principal providers, Nixon 
promised to send federal energy 
chief William E. Simon to try to 
alleviate local fertilizer shor- 
tages. 


Senators OK 
Direct Aid Bill 


Washington (UPI) - Spurred 


by the tornadoes which ravaged 
parts of the nation last week, the 
Senate Wednesday unanimously 
approved legislation to provide 
new relief for victims of natural 
disasters. 


The bill was rushed through 


the Senate and sent to the 
House.

A key provision would es- 


tablish a federal-state program 
of direct financial assistance to 
disaster victims for losses not 
otherwise covered.

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Simon: Gas Supplies 
Near Normal In U.S. 
Washington (UPI) - Energy Chief William 


E. Simon i*id Wednesday the nation's gasoline 
supply it near normal and predicted that 
Americans would be able to take their usual 
summer vacation trips. 


The bead of the Federal Energy Office said 


that with the end of the Arab oil embargo and the- 
resumption of Middle East oil imports, the situa- 
tion has returned to "near normal," except for 
higher prices. 


"As the supplies again begin to land on this 


shore, we'll have a sufficiency of gasoline with 
the production levels that have been established 
certainly by the end of May," Simon said in an in- 
terview on NBC-TV's Today program. 


"If the American people continue to abide by 


normal conservation practices, we'll be able to 
live in a normal fashion." 


Simon said he was "encouraging the 


American people to take a normal summer vaca- 
tion, not to postpone going to New England or 
down to Florida if that has been their traditional 
practice. There is going to be gasoline out there." 


But he said vacation trips will cost more 


because "prices are going to be higher, especially 
among gasoline stations that rely on foreign im- 
ports." 


Simon also predicted that first-quarter profits 


of major oil companies will be so high as to be 
"embarrassing" to them when compared to the 
first three months of 1973. 


Prime Rate Rising Again; 
Eventually Consumer Pays

NEW YORK (AP) - The 


prime rate is going- up again. 
What does that mean to the 
average American? 


Immediately, it means almost 


nothing, since the prime is the 
rate banks charge their most 
creditworthy, large corporate 
customers who need to borrow 
money. 


But the raising of the prime 


rate by some major banks to 10 
per cent this week, touching 
again the prime's historic high, 
can reach eventually into 
everybody's wallet. 


The rate rises when the 


Federal Reserve Bank tightens 
up the money supply. This has 
the effect of making money 
more scarce and pushes up the 
rate banks then charge when 
they lend their scarce funds. 


So big corporate borrowers 


must pay more. And when the 
cost of doing business goes up, 
eventually the consumer pays. 


Increases in the prime do not 


mean escalating interest on con- 
sumer or small business loans 
since these generally are close to 
ceilings set by law no matter 
what the condition of the 
nation's money supply. 


However, increases in the 


prime can signal severe shor- 
tages of mortgage money and in- 
creased mortgage rates since 
mortgage lenders often indirect- 
ly compete for the same funds 


that affect the prime rate. In 
other words, in times of tight 
money, mortgage lenders also 
must pay higher interest rates to 
attract money. 


The stock market also is hurt 


by high interest rates, and in- 
creases in the prime can send 
stock prices falling. 


The reasoning is this: If the 


small investor can obtain a safe 9 
per cent interest on high-rated 
corporate bonds, and larger in- 
vestors can get 10 per cent on 
certificates of deposit, there is 
little incentive to risk money in 
an uncertain stock market. 


On Friday, for example, the 


Dow Jones industrials average 
dropped more than 11 points 
after a 9% per cent rate became 
established and analysts began 
looking ahead to the posting of a 
10 per cent rate. 


Although many small in- 


vestors have left the market, the 
average person does have a pen- 
sion plan and insurance policies. 
Many also have mutual funds. 
All these depend heavily on the 
stock market for making money. 


The Federal Reserve Board's 


efforts to check inflation by 
tightening the growth of the 
nation's money supply and 
credit are one major reason for 
the increase in the prime. 


The reasoning is that if people 


and businesses have less money 
to spend, demand for goods and 
services will decline, and so will 
inflation 


However, some economists 


maintain that there is a real 
danger in such action at this 
time since the economy is in the 
midst of slowing down, if not 
going into a recession. 


A tightening of the money 


supply, say the economists, 
could lead to a severe recession 
or depression since corporations 
need to borrow money to ex- 
pand. j 


On the other hand, the result 


of not checking interest rates, 
say some economists, could be 
runaway inflation.

Algerian Says Developing States 
Must Nationalize Raw Materials 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 


(AP) — Algerian President 
Houan Boumedienne declared 
Wednesday that developing 
nations must nationalize their 
raw materials for their own 
economic survival. 


"Nationalization 
of raw 


materials has become a fun- 
damental prerequisite of 
economic development." 
Boumedienne said in the 
opening speech of a two-week 
special General Assembly ses- 
sion on raw materials and 
development. 


He called on the General 


Assembly to "condemn all those, 
be they governments or enter- 
prises, who use force or 


economic power" to prevent 
nationalization. 


Boumedienne, who requested 


the special session, got 40 
seconds of applause at the end of 
his I'/z-hour speech — most of 
the ovation coming from 
delegates from developing coun- 
tries. 


A Western diplomat said 


Boumedienne's speech was 
"hardly realistic and is not likely 
to conduce to any consensus." 


In addition to urging 


nationalization of raw materials, 
the Algerian leader said third 
world countries should process 
their materials at home. He said 
they should receive more aid 
from rich countries, their pre- 


sent "burdens" should be 
lightened and a special program 
of "more concentrated aid" 
should be established for the 
least-developed nations. 


The Algerian leader said the 


developing countries 
should 


follow the example of the oil 
producing countries, fixing the 
price of their raw materials to 
finance their development. 


At present, he charged, "the 


most highly developed" coun- 
tries have formed a coalition 
against such price fixing. He pic-

IN PERSPECTIVE

Both Representatives Charles Thone and John Y. 


McColIister of Nebraska made references this week to some 
aspect of the bigness of government. This is a tired GOP 
theme that we wish the both of them would hang away in the 
closet with other outmoded political philosophies of the 
past. 


They have a legitimate point to make, in the ineffec- 


tiveness of government, but they are on the wrong track in 
fixing the cause for this. The problem with the government 
at the federal level is not that it is doing too much, but 
rather, that what it is doing is not being done right. 


And if we persist in lamenting the size of government 


alone as the villain in our society, we will never come up 
with the answers that we need. Thone laid inflation at the 
doorstep of Uncle Sam and his prolific spending. Three- 
fourths of the national budget, he observed, cannot even be 
cut without slicing into permanent federal programs es- 
tablished by past acts of Congress. 


* 
He is right, but what he is talking about in that three- 


fourths includes a lot of things such as Social Security that 
the American people hold in high esteem. He is talking, too, 
about a massive federal debt and it ought to be reduced but 
it isn't the biggest thing around in terms of inflation. 


McCollister made several points, including the assertion 


that "burdensome regulatory legislation has done much 
more damage to the small business than to the big com* 
panics it was meant to regulate." The difficulties faced 
today by small business point out numerous problems for 
the free enterprise system itself, he said, and we need to 
guarantee a healthier competitive spirit in all areas. 


We are not certain of the exact point made by 


McCollister but he seemed to be saying that we need less 
government interference as a means of encouraging greater 
competition and new life for the smaller business and in- 
dustry. 


* 
Once again, the answer seems to be that the government 


is at fault and, therefore, ought to be eliminated from the 
scene. That, however, is not the logic of the situation, as we 
see it. 


The government has, indeed, made a great many mis- 


takes but it should correct itself, not go out of business. Not 
by any stretch of the imagination would freedom from any 
and all government control or intervention mean a surge of 
propsperity and success for small business. 


Just the opposite would happen. Without government 


activity, big business and industry would run roughshod over 
their smaller brethren. 


What we need is not necessarily less government, but 


government that is more responsive to the needs of smaller 
businessmen. This is what we would hope that McCollister, 
Thone and the rest of the Nebraska congressional delegation 
would address themselves to. 


Simply to decry the size of government is to take the 


easy way out and to further encourage those developments 
that now concern us. It is much more difficult to figure out 
what we are doing wrong and attempt to establish the 
programs we need. 


It is easier to walk away from any problem than to solve 


it and that is what those do who are afflicted with the 
bigness syndrome. They are not attacking the problem; they 
are simply hoping it will go away. 


What we need is not a junking of government, but an 


overhaul of it. That is not a partisan matter, either, but one 
that both parties should address themselves to in a serious 
and constructive fashion. 


We need to be a little less hung up on political theories 


and philosophies and more dedicated to fact and practical 
reality.

Clash Over Detente 


WASHINGTON - Inside the 


secret policy councils, Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger and 
Secretary of Defense James 
Schtesinger have collided head- 
on over concessions to Russia. 


Kissinger came back from 


Moscow without the "concep- 
tual breakthrough" he had 
sought in the strategic arms 
limitation talks. Now he is 
pleading behind dosed doors for 
US concessions to keep the 
detente going. 


Sources privy to the secret 


debate say Kissinger and 
Schlesinger bitterly disagree 
over the strategic importuce of 
the heavier mknUei Rassk is 
devdopiag. Once these mbiUfi 
are deployed, e*ch Soviet atteie 
will be able to hurl more 
warbetds than its U.S. coaater- 
part. 


Schlesinger contends that the

Auditorium Improvements 


Lincoln is deficient as a convention center 


because it lacks enough hotel-motel rooms and suf- 
ficient meeting space downtown, according to 
members of the Pershmg Municipal Auditorium 
Advisory Board 


To help capture additional convention business 


— which obviously would be a healthy thing for the 
community at large and the auditorium operation 
in particular — the board has decided to ask the 
mayor and City Council to include money requests 
for auditorium expansion and related im- 
provements in the city's capital improvements 
schedule 


Physical expansion of the auditorium to the 


sidewalks north and south to accommodate ad- 
ditional meeting rooms is one of the items on the 
tentative improvements list. The list also includes a 
new roof, long a priority item; a new steam plant, 
which will be needed because the Lincoln Electric 
System is phasing out its steam heat service in 
1976, replacing 16-year-old seats in the mam 
auditorium and a new air conditioning system 
These seem to be reasonable expenditures. 


Another item on the list deserves questioning, 


however. 


The board has decided to ask for funds to 


acquire land east of the auditorium for construc- 
tion of a mini-theater. Board Chairman Dick 
Chapin said the theater would not compete with 
the proposed performing arts center which would 
be used jointly by the city and the University of 
Nebraska, but would be directed at fulfilling con- 
vention needs. 


The board will have to fully explain its concept 


of a "mini-theater" if it expects to gain support for 
the idea. And it will have to come up with satisfac- 
tory answers to questions which obviously will be 
asked Such as, how will a mini-theater help to 
fulfill convention needs? Might not a new mini- 
theater adjacent to the auditorium, even if it is not 
a comparable structure in design and use, help to 
drain local enthusiasm for the much grander per- 
forming arts center now envisioned as a joint enter- 
prise between the community and the university? 


The auditorium is a well-run operation. The 


building is also apparently in need of some major 
improvements which can be justified. But before 
embarking on a land acquisition and building 
program adjacent to toe present structure, the city 
should fully consider the proposal in the context of 
the facilities the community now has and is plan- 
ning for in the future.

Bates, County At Odds

$105 and says it will initiate a lawsuit to collect it if

The non-candidate pleaded his case before the 


Lancaster County Board Tuesday and was assured 
that the matter would receive attention, although 
the commissioners indicated that there is really 
nothing they can do. The board noted an attorney 
general's opinion stating that there is no statutory 
provision for refunding a filing fee 


We think most reasonable people would agree 


that the county really doesn't need Mr. Bates' f 105, 
especially considering the circumstances under 
which he withdrew, and should not zealously 
prosecute its collection. 


Bates' predicament points to the need for cor- 


rective legislation which would permit refunding of 
filing fees up until the deadline on legally 
withdrawing from election contests.

LIFE BEGINS AT FORTY: 
Many Benefits Seen 
In Domestic Work 


By ROBERT PETERSON 
It is an anomaly of our times 


that we have widespread un- 
employment among folks past 
40, at the same time that 
thousands of affluent families 
cannot find dependable' 
housekeepers to live and work in 
their homes in exchange for 
board, room and a modest 
salary. 


Despite the minimum skills 


required and the good life it can 
offer, many unemployed men 
and women turn up their noses 
at the idea and would apparently 
prefer to live in poor housing 
and live skimpily on Social 
Security or welfare checks 
rather than engage in so-called 
domestic work. 


The merits of domestic work 


became evident to me sometime 
ago at an airport where I fell into 
conversation with a neatly 
dressed woman who must have 
been dose to 70 years old. She 
said the family she worked for 
had given her a round-trip ticket 
for a vacation to Bermuda where 
her sister lived. 


When I asked what kind of 


work she did, she lifted her chin 
and smiled, "I'm cook and 
general housekeeper for a lovely 
family — and proud of it" 


Seems her husband died 


leaving her with no funds 
whatever except Social Security 
totaling |84 monthly. Most of 
her friends in a similar boat had 
applied for supplemental 
welfare payments to permit 
them to live. "But I was 
healthy," she said, "and enjoyed 
housework. So I decided to look 
for a job where I could work in 
someone's home — and get my 
room, board, and some pay in 
the bargain." 


She said she inserted a help 


wanted ad in a suburban 
newspaper and also listed 
herself with two employment of- 
fices. Instead of asking for top 
housekeeping wages which, in 
that area, ran up to |100 weekly, 
she offered to work for $50 a 
week for a family which would 
offer her a home and treat her 
considerately. 


"I got six offers the first two 


days," she said, "and afte: 
talking with the families madi 
the, perfect choice — a youni 
sales executive and his wife am 
two children. I've been with 
them three years now ant 
wouldn't mind staying in 
definitely. 


"They gave me a private 


room, bath, and television. I've 
learned to cook and serve the 
way they like and do part of the 
cleaning. The laundry is no 
problem as they've got an 
automatic. I learned to drive so 1 
could help chauffeur the 
children and do the shopping. 
And I never object to doing a lit- 
tle extra. 


"They call me a jewel and 


brag so about me to their friends 
you'd think I was something 
special. But I'm just doing what 
I'd expect of someone working 
for me. 


"I've been able to save most of 


my salary and have nearly $8,000 
in the bank from what they've 
paid me, plus all my Social 
Security. So I've got a nice nest 
egg whenever I want to quit. But 
why should I quit when I'm real- 
ly enjoying being with these 
folks?" 


It's unfortunate that attitudes 


toward domestic work are still 
apparently colored by the grim 
working conditions and in- 
different treatment which often 
surrounded these jobs decades 
ago. But the pendulum has 
swung in the other direction. 
Employers today are anxious to 
offer private rooms, tetevison 
and even an occasional trip to 
Bermuda to those dependable 
souls willing to work and live 
harmoniously in domestic 
employ.

Exports Totaled 
Bangkok (AP) — Thailand

proportion of Democrats, .16%, 
express uncertainty over the 
question. 
Independents, 


however, now tend toward im- 
peachment. 


Base Of Support 
Viewed in political terms, it is 


apparent now that Nixon's 1968 
base of support is still his 
strongest, while there has been 
.considerable erosion among the 
new groups he penetrated in 
1972: Catholics, trade union 
members, and skilled labor. By 
the same token, he appears to be 
losing ground among the better 
educated, more affluent, 
professional types, who make up 


the new and independent swing 
balance of powar in thtomntry.

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Baker: 'Nightmare' If Radial Nixed

If city lawmakers junk the 


Northeast Radial project, that 
decision could "turn out to be a 
nightmare for Lincoln in the 
future," City Councilman Dick 
Baker said Wednesday. 


Baker, who gave an indication 


how his vote will be cast on 
ditching the project, told 
Gateway Sertomans it is impor- 
tant to push for the update of the 
1966 Metropolitan Transporta- 
tion Study. 


"Only then will we have sound 


judgement based on fact, rather 
than on emotion," Baker told 
some 45 businessmen. 


The transportation study will 


be a main component in the up- 
dating of the Comprehensive 
Plan, which is set for competion 
by October, 1975. The council 
awarded a $189,000 contract to a 
Chicago consulting firm Monday 
to supervise that update. 


Hearing Set 
Causing the recent radial flare- 


up is the lawmakers' action set- 
ting a hearing for April 29 on 
eliminating the roadway as a 


means to speed traffic from 
notheast Lincoln to downtown. 


Baker suggested that the 


automobile is here to stay, 
although, he said, a different 
type of fuel may be used in the 
future. 


"Maybe the transportation 


study will show a different plan 
to move traffic," he said, admit- 
ting he was not particularly wed 
to the Cadillac, elevated 
expressway or its proposed path. 


"But," Baker maintained, 


"this is the only plan we have." 


Acknowledging oppostion to 


the radial, he said that the 
roadway Action Plan endorsed 
by the council will insure sound 
planning methods. 


The Action Plan, formulated 


by a citizens committee, has 
been forwarded to the Depart- 
ment of Roads and Federal 
Highway Administration for ap- 
proval. 


70% Of Bill 
And to qualify for federal aid 


on the $30 million freeway, 
Baker said, corridor hearings, 
environmental 
impact 


statements and cost-benefit 


ben Simoi 
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ratios will have to be completed. 
He estimated that federal aid 
would pay 70% of the bill. 


If the lawmakers put a halt to 


the radial, Baker said the $3.4 
million invested in land acquisi- 
tion would have to be reim- 
bursed by property taxes. Land 
for the roadway was purchased 
with highway user fees. 


Contrary to what Councilman 


Max Denney has said, a decision 
on the radial will not stymie 
plans of the Community 
Development Department or the 
Railroad Transportation Safety 
District (RTSD), Baker con- 
tended. 


Denney, along with Baker, is 


an RTSD Board 
member. 


Denney introduced the kill-the- 
radial resolution so that planning 
decisions on relocating railroad 


tracts and redevelopment of the 
Clinton-Malone neighborhoods 
can get under way. 


But, said Baker, the agencies 


have told him "they can work 
around the fact that a decision 
has not been made." 


Baker urged Sertoma Club 


members, including former 
council colleague Dick Hartsock, 
"not to support any plans to junk 
the Northeast Radial." 


In preparation for that show- 


down in several weeks, the City 
Council and Mayor have 
scheduled a bus tour of the 
diagonal's path for Thursday 
afternoon. Department 
heads 


and representatives of the 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
University of Nebraska's Depart- 
ment of Architecture will ac- 
company the lawmakers on the 
tour, billed as informational on- 
ly.

Wuhtaitoo - A Senate tub- 


committee InvtiUgaUng the 
energy crlili diicloied 
Wednesday that It bad found 
that "con men" and "fly-by- 
night companies" had tried to 
take advantage of the gasoline 
shortage by posing as fuel 
brokers. 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D- 


Wash., chairman of the Senate 
permanent subcommittee on in- 
vestigations, said its staff had 
"found a new breed of fast-buck 
artist who attempted to 
capitalize on the national energy 
emergency." 


Two subcommittee in- 


vestigators, Richard D. Casad 
and Walter Fialkewicz, said they 
had found "arriving on the scene 
a person who says he is an oil 
broker with a lot of oil or gas- 
oline to sell." 


"The truth of the matter is 


that the self-styled broker has 
never bought or sold a shipment 
of oil in his life," Casad said. 
"Some of these promoters don't 
even know that there is a 
difference between crude oil and 
refined products." 


As an example, Casad said Ar- 


mand Ventura, described as 
president of the Baron Export 
International, Ltd., of New York 
City, had offered to sell the State 
of New Jersey five million

as 120 million gallons. But he 
said the deals never materialized 
because the petroleum was not 
forthcoming. 


Ventura also said he had 


hoped to work out petroleum 
sales with Arthur Mazer of 
Arthur Mazer Association of 
New York City. 


According to Casad, Mazer 


had offered, two months ago, to 
sell 6 million gallons of gasoline 
to the State of New Jersey at a 
commission of 1720,000. 


Casad said that on Feb. 18, 


1974, Mazer bad run an adver- 
tisement in the New York Times 
which stated "360,000,000 
Gallons — Reasonably Priced — 
Mr. Woodward - 212-254-6440." 
The telephone number is that of 
Arthur Mazer Associates. 


Casad quoted Mazer as saying 


that he had been "an oil broker 
for about 2Vz months" and that 
"he had never consummated a 
single oil transaction." Attempts 
by the New York Times to reach 
Mazer by telephone were un- 
availing. Associates said he 
would have no comment "at this 
time." 


Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-ffl., 


commented that "much of the 
evidence received and analyzed 
by the subcommittee in- 
vestigators points to a pervasive 
pattern of unethical, if not un- 
lawful, conduct by 'fly-by-night' 
oil brokers in search of a quick 
profit."

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Meadow Lane Pool Needs Stressed

About 100 Meadow Lane area 


resident! attended a meeting 
Wednesday nifht to counter 
chargM that the area needs a 
swimming pool less than 
Southeast Lincoln does. 


Southeast area residents have 


contended that expinsion 
possibilities in Meadow Lane 
area are limited by the Stevens 
Creek ridge on the east. 


The Lincoln Parks and 


Recreation Advisory Board and 
the City-County Planning Com- 
mission have proposed that a 
pool be built in east Lincoln, but 
the 
board's swimming pools 


committee must decide whether 
to recommend it be built north 
or south of 0 St. The mayor and 
the City Council have the final 
decision. 


At the meeting, conducted by 


committee members, Meadow 
Lane residents tried to rally sup- 
port for a pool site at their loca- 
tion. A similar meeting for 
southeast area residents was 


held Tuesday night. 


While southeast Lincoln 


residents said they are unified on 
the issue, their Meadow Lane 
counterparts apparently are not. 
The City Council has received a 
letter from 3M families of the 
about 12,000 in Meadow Lane 
which says they oppose construc- 
tion in their neighborhood, Ac- 
cording to Cbelys Hester, chair- 
man of the committee. 


Other residents emphasized 


that Meadow Lane sentiment 
markedly favored pool construc- 
tion site at that location. 


But some expressed fears that 


a decision already had been 
made by the committee. One 
said, "There's no chance of get- 
ting that pool here, because 
everything always goes to the 
south side of Lincoln." 


The committee originally had 


planned to make its recommen- 
dation to the board Thursday, 
Mrs. Hester said, but she said 
that decision would have to be 
postponed. She added that com- 
mittee members needed more 


time to consider all the alter- 
natives. 


One of those alternatives 


would be to recommend that a 
pool be built at both sites, accor- 
ding to Don Smith, director of 
the Parks and Recreation 
Department. He said judging 
from the population of both 
areas, two pools would be 
required, but did not indicate 
that the committee would 
recommend both. 


Smith suggested the number 


of children in both locales may 
influence the decision. Earlier 
studies have indicated that 
Meadow Lane has 4,200 children 
within a one-mile radius of the 
proposed pool, whereas 
southeast Lincoln has 3,500 to 3,- 
600. However, Smith refused to 
commit himself to recommen- 
ding the Meadow Lane area. 


"The greatest number of peo- 


ple not served (by a public pool) 
is in the Meadow Lane area, but 
there is just as great a need in 
the southeast area. There is 
a need for two pools," he said. 


Meadow Lane residents' 


arguments focuted on equality, 
public vs. private pools and the 
barrier 0 St. could pose to small 
children wanting to waft to the 
pool. 


"We pay our taxes like 


everybody else in Lincoln. I 
think we are entitled to have a 
pool in the Meadow Lane area." 
said Richard Hansen president 
of the Meadow Lane Community 
Improvement Association. 


One resident said Meadow 


Lane should be chosen as the 
site because it would serve more 
of a residential area. The 
Southeast area includes the 
Veterans Hospital, Gateway 
Shopping Center, two four-lane- 
streets and a large open field, he 
said. 


Both areas already are served 


by private or semi-private pools. 
However, spokesmen for two 
private pools near Meadow Lane 
endorsed the project for that 
area, though "it could cause our 
demise," according to Al Verne 
Stetson, of the Eastborough pool 
board.

Cambodia Gives Up 
Outpost To Rebels 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia 


(AP) — Government troops have 
abandoned their fourth outpost 
in a week to Khmer Rouge in- 
surgents southeast of Phnom 
Penh, field reports said 
Wednesday. 


The reports said some 150 


government troops gave up a 
dirt-walled outpost on Route 30, 
10 miles southeast of the capital, 
after a heavy small-arms and 
mortar barrage by the rebels. 


The post is only two miles 


from the Phnom Penh suburb of 
Takhmau, and the government 
was expected to send in rein- 
forcements to head off an attack 
on the town. Intelligence sources 
said an attack was possible 
during the Cambodian New 
Year holiday on April 13.

reported that the rebels hurled 
hand grenades into the outpost's 
front-line bunkers. Government 
troops huddled in their posts," 
Rockoff said, as the rebels got 
into positions little more than 
100 yards from the camp. • 


"The withdrawal from' the 


camp was orderly, but it 
appeared they didn't need to 
evacuate but were afraid of 


being cut off from behind," 
Rockoff said. 


In Laos, sources said Defense 


Minister Sisouk Na Champassak 
charged at the first meeting of 
the new coalition Cabinet that 
Communist Pathet Lao forces 
had broken the cease-fire by at- 
tacking a strategic highway. 


It was the first report of a 


cease-fire violation since the 
Pathet Lao and the conservative- 
neutralist Vientiane regime 
formed the coalition five days 
ago. Champassak is from the 
Vientiane side.

The mid-morning coffee break 


is symbolic of the many reasons 
Americans tend to stuff 
themselves with food. 


Although once considered a 


fad when it was first introduced 
in England, coffee, and hence 
the coffee break, often 
associated with "sweet treats," 


allows persons a break from the 
regular routine to cure the 
droops and boredom, a bit of 
nourishment and time to 
socialize, said Nancy Hickman, 
nutrition consultant for the State 
Department of Health. 


"Eating is a personal 


experience," she added. 


However individualized, per- 


sons still eat for psychological, 
sociological and physiological 
reasons, Miss 
Hickman 


observed. 


"We eat food to live... for 


energy, insulation, maintenance. 
We eat as a social gesture. We 
reward ourselves with food. We 
punish ourselves with food." 


"We eat because society says 


we need three meals a day, even- 
ly spaced," she said, adding that 


for some age groups, particularly 
young children and the elderly, 
consuming sii small meals 
rather than three large ones is 
recommended. 


Security and love often are 


associated with food, the 
nutritionist added. "We have 
chicken soup when we are 
ill... take candy to friends and 
relatives in hospitals." 


'And "we overeat when we are 
anxious, worried, bored," 
resulting in the fact that, 
"sugarwise, fatwise, caloriewise, 
we are eating too much. 


"We are a weight-conscious 


nation... a slim conscious na- 


tion. To be slim, we must diet," 
Miss Hickman said. 


That has opened the doors for 


the "food faddists," .who 
promise you health, vitality, 
youth and weight loss, she 
added. 


, "Senior citizens can be es- 
pecially susceptible to food fads 
promising health and vitality," 
Miss Hickman observed. 


"Following a fad diet won't 


re-educate your eating habits," 
the nutritionist said. "You didn't 
put on that weight overnight; 
you can't expect to lose it over- 
night." 


Exposing some so-called fad 


diets, she said, food fads are "a 


.short-lived custom becaoM they 
are dull." 


They emphasise one food or 


food group such as the dtt pop- 
ular during the IWO'i. ft cabd 
for carbohydrates and protein l«d by null 
being taken at different OMtsi. 
Most foods contain both car- 
bohydrates and protein, Mhv 
Hickman explained, calling that 
and other fad diets "quackery."

She Helped Plan New Mansion 


Editor's note: This is the fifth in a series of 


profiles of Nebraska's 10 living First Ladies. The ar- 
ticles were prepared and written by students of the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln School of Journalism.

Mrs. Victor E. Anderson has lived most of her 


married life in the same house on Havelock Avenue, 
since she was married in 1941. 


But she helped plan, decorate and lived for three 


months in Lincoln's most famous home — the Gover- 
nor's mansion. 


When Anderson, a Republican, was elected gover- 


nor in 1954, "the old mansion needed costly repairs 
and the Legislature decided to build a new mansion on 
the same site," Mrs. Anderson said. 


Gov. and Mrs. Anderson and members of the 


State Building Commission met regularly with Lincoln 
architect Selmer A. Solheim and Omaha interior 
decorator John B. Peacock during the two years it 
took to complete the mansion. 


During the building period, official entertaining 


was done at private clubs in Lincoln. 


The old mansion, located on the corner of 15th 


and H Streets, was a large, white frame house with a 
porch on two sides and a ballroom on the third floor. 


Before the old mansion was razed, "we decided 


what could-be saved," Mrs. Anderson said. "We 
wanted to save everything we could." The Nebraska 
State Historical Society took the furnishings it-could 
use and the rest was sold at public auction. 


The drawing room in the new mansion was 


decorated around an antique empire sofa rescued 


from the old mansion, Mrs. Anderson said. All the 
paneling and the marble fireplace in the Governor's 
Library came from the old mansion. 


By the early spring of 1958, the mansion was com- 


plete enough to hold open house. "Everyone was 
anxious to see it," Mrs. Anderson recalled. About 40,- 
000 people toured the governor's new home during the 
two weekends tours which were held. 


"I thought the mansion was beautiful," Mrs. 


Anderson said. "We tried very hard to have something 
that was beautiful and that the governors and their 
families would enjoy." 


After the open houses were over, Mrs. Anderson 


conducted many private tours. "I tried to arrange to 
conduct the tours myself, and my husband tried to be 
there too," she said. 


One afternoon Gov. Anderson led 30 surprise 


guests to the mansion for a tour, only to find his wife 
perched on a ladder washing the crystal chandelier in 
the drawing room. 


"I just got down from the ladder and gave them a 


tour." 


She said the newspapers kept calling to ask when 


they were going to move in, and they finally did in Oc- 
tober, 1958. They moved out in January after 
Democrat Ralph Brooks defeated Anderson inJiis bid 
for a third term. 


Since the Andersons lived in then- own home for 


most of the governor's term, their son Roger was not 
affected "too much" by his father's position "During 
most of those years he was away at prep school," his 
mother said. 


Roger now lives in Lincoln with his wife and 10- 


month-old daughter. 


Mrs. Anderson said she remembers her yean as 


the governor's wife as busy ones. "I enjoyed meeting 
so many wonderful people," she said. "I still enjoy 
seeing many of the people I met who are friends now. 


"Politics grows on you. It is fascinating and you 


continue to have that interest." She said she is in- 
terested, but not active in Nebraska politics today. 


Mrs. Anderson, the former Elizabeth May, was 


born in Fairbury but spent most of her childhood in 
California. She attended the University of Nebraska. 


Anderson was born in Lincoln and also attended 


the University. The two met at a party. 


A banker and businessman, Anderson served one 


term in the Legislature in 1948. He served as Lincoln's 
mayor from 1950 to 1953 and as governor from 1955 un- 
til 1959. 


Mrs. Anderson maintained interest in civic affairs 


after her husband's death in 1962. 


She is now serving a two-year term as president of 


the Lincoln City Library Foundation Board. "I'm an 
avid reader," she said. "I don't know what people do if 
they don't read." 


Mrs. Anderson said she also enjoys working in her 


yard. She was outdoors recently when two young girls 
walked by One of the girls stopped and walked back to 
ask a question: "What was it like being the governor's 
wife?" 


Although she said she was surprised by the ques- 


tion. Mrs. Anderson replied, "You really aren't any 
different then you ever are You're busier, but you are 
the same person."

State's Minimum Pay 
C/ose To New Floor 


The new law raising the 


federal minimum wage from 
$1.60 to |2 JO an hour in stages 
will have little impact on state 
employes, State Personnel 
Director WHUam C. Peters said 
Wednesday. 


The new law extends 


nu'nfanum wage coverage to state 
employes, but Peters said the 
state s iiiiiml minimum wage is 
one-eighth of a cent tower man 
the $1.90 nu'iumum wage effec- 
tive May 1. 


Peters said he did not know 


how many state employes win 
have their hourly wage 
upwards by the additional one- 
eighth cent, but he said it 
should add no more man $12,000 
to the state's payroll for the 
balance of the fiscal year. 


Come Jury 1 when state 


employes receive a 5% raise plus 
$100 under the state's pay plan. 
Peters said state employes win 
be "way ahead" of the minimum 
wage. 


They will still be ahead of the 


minimum wage next Jan. 1, 
Peters said, when the nummnrn 
wage paid by the state will be 
12.03 an hour and the federal 
minimum wage win be $2 an 
boor. 


Peters acknowledged that the 


new federal minimum wage 
could have some impact on state 
salaries in 1976-77. The federal 
minimum wage win be $130, 
effective Jan. 1,1975. 


Nationally, the new law will 


cover an estimated M mfllion 
wprkes by 1976. The last 
minimum wage law enacted was 
eight years ago.

Legislature Sends Massive Budget To Exon

Massive budget bilk which ap- 


propriate more than $600 million 
for the operation of state govern- 
ment in fiscal 1974-75 were ap- 
proved by the Legislature 
Wednesday and sent to Gov. J. 
James Exon. 


The bills fund most of the 


major agencies of state govern- 
ment, and are replete with 
legislative directives and instruc- 
tions to state agencies. 


Included in the package is 


$151.5 million for the University 
of Nebraska, $112.9 million for 
the Department of Roads, $112.8 
million for the Department of 
Public Welfare and $100.6 
million, counting state school 
aid, for the Department of 
Education. 


In terms of state tax support, 


the 
big general 
fund 


beneficiaries are NU with 163.8 
million, Education 
(including 


state aid) with 155.0 million, 
Welfare with $36.0 million, and 
the Department of Public 
Institutions with $24.7 million. 


Comparison with Gov. J. 


James 
Exon's 
budget 


recommendations 
is difficult, 


partly due to a differing state 
employe salary schedule and 
partially because of varying 
budget accounting techniques. 


The largest general fund 


difference involves NU, where 
the Legislature's total exceeds 
Exon's original 
recommen- 


dations by about $5 2 million 


But Exon's budget was built 


around an earlier salary 
schedule, which was later dis- 


carded by both the governor aad 
the Legislature. 


The budget bills now include 


salary increases of 5% plus $300 
for all full-time state employes 
who .are performing their tasks 
satisfactorily. 


An additional one-half of one 


percent is included in all state 
agency salary budgets to fund 
ment pay boosts. 


Legislative Fiscal Analyst 


Eldm Ehrlich said the budget 
bills left the Appropriations 
Committee with general fund 
totals slightly below Exon's 
original recommendations. 


About $6 million in state tax 


appropriations were added to 
the bills on the floor, including 
funding attached to an earlier 
budget measure, LB997, which 


cleared the Unicameral but 
month. 


That measure funded $73.9 


million in expenditures for 
smaller state agencies, including 
nearly $34 million in state tax 
support 
- LB1053, a $249.3 million 
package which included $84.1 
million in state tax support, 
cleared its final test Wednesday 
on a 46-0 vote 


LB1054, the major operational 


budget bill, was approved on a 
41-5 count

fund.

Maximum ADC Payments Increased 


Maximum payments for aid to families with 


dependent children were hiked Wednesday by the 
Legislature 


Approved on a 44-0 final vote was LB834, a bill 


boosting the maximum ADC payment for a parent and 
one child from $124 to $175 a month and increasing 
payments for each additional child from $34 to $35 
monthly 


A $3,570,000 appropriations rider, which includes 


$1.5 million in state tax support, was also approved on 
a 44-0 count. 


The bills, sponsored by Sen Loran Schmit of 


Bellwood, will bring ADC payments to a level of about 
80% of actual need, as determined by the Department 
of Public Welfare 


Gov J James Exon sponsored similar legislation 


increasing ADC payments and is expected to sign the 
bill into law 


In action on money bills other than state agency 


budget measures, the Legislature also appropriated $1 
million in state funds to pay subsidies to city bus lines 


which would be required to provide 10-cent fares for 
persons 60 or older 


LB875, sponsored by the Urban Affairs Com- 


mittee, would require the fare on public transit buses 
for those 60 or older to be 10 cents or less during non- 
peak operating hours designated by local transit 
authorities or the cities themselves. 


The bill, guided to enactment by Sen Duke 


Snyder of Omaha, also increases the maximum proper- 
ty tax levy for the Metropolitan Transit Authority in 
Omaha from one mill to two mills 


It cleared its final test on a 33-1 vote 
The $1 million appropriations rider was approved 


on a 30-14 vote 


Lawmakers gave 46-0 approval to a bill which 


provides enlistment and re-enlistment bonuses for per- 
sons who join the Nebraska National Guard 


The measure, LB983, authorizes bonuses of $100 


for each year of enlistment up to a maximum of $600.

Wrestling Rewards Few 


Coaching wrestling in the Big Eight Conference 


anywhere but Oklahoma, Oklahoma State and Iowa State 
has few rewards, but Nebraska coach Orval Borgialli 
thinks the Cornhuskers are making progress. 


That's why he was elated Wednesday when two of his 


young wrestlers were presented trophies by the Lincoln 
Sunrise Optimist Club for their performances in the past 
season. 


Honored were Bob Johnson, sophomore 190-pounder 


from Gordon, and Bill Hoffman, 177-pounder from Atlan- 
tic, Iowa. 


Johnson's trophy came because he was the high point 


individual for the Huskers with 85 points as a result of a 
23-8 season and third place in the Big Eight meet. 


A year ago, Johnson was recognized as the outstan- 


ding freshman, the award won Wednesday by Hoffman as 
a result of a vote of his teammates. 


"It was very difficult to choose from among four 


excellent freshmen who made our varsity," Borgialli said. 
"It's a tribute to Bill that he won it." 


Other freshmen who also received votes were Bruce 


Conger. 307-pound heavyweight; Marshall Oliver, who 
wrestled at both 150 and 158 pounds; and Denny Zuk, a 
118 pounder. 


Conger, Oliver and Zuk came to Nebraska last fall 


after being high school All-Americans. Hoffman wasn't on 
that list because he lost a first-round match in the Iowa 
state meet and had to wrestle in the consolation bracket 
to finish fifth. 


The Big Eight's big three of Oklahoma, Oklahoma 


State And Iowa State have dominated both conference 
and the NCAA meets through the years. They've won 39 
of the nationals in 44 years of competition and have been 
1-2 sixteen times. 


Preps Getting Better 


So, when Nebraska places fourth in the conference it 


really isn't all that bad. That's where the Huskers have 
been three of the past four years. 


Borgialli, who has been head man for 10 years, has 


noted a steady improvement in the caliber of state high 
school wrestling, both from the number of schools com- 
peting and the number of fans who watch the sport. 


Contributing to the upswing has been the four class 


system now in vogue. In the past, only Class A schools had 
a wrestling program. Now every Class B school, except 
parochials, have wrestling and the numbers are growing 
in Class C and D. 


The two-day meet in Lincoln this year attracted 30,- 


000 fans and was televised statewide in color. That com- 
pares with about 2,000 who watched the meet in 
Borgialli's first year here. 


Building a program like the Big Eight powers boast 


might be a near impossible task, but the NU coach is 
hopeful. 


The new NCAA limit of six initial tenders and 19 


receiving aid at any one time might be helpful since right 
now Nebraska wrestlers get only about one-third of the 
financial help given at Oklahoma. Oklahoma State and 
Iowa State. 


Right now. things don't look good for next year's

PREP PLAYOFFS SET? 
Plan Advances 
To Referendum 


. . . WOULD START IN 1975

The Nebraska School Activities Association (NSAA) 


Representative Assembly Wednesday put the fate of state high 
school football playoffs up to a vote of school administrators. 


The Representative Assembly, the group's legislative body, 


in its annual meeting in Lincoln approved a point system playoff 
package developed by an NSAA study committee. 


The vote of the 51-rnember 


delegation was 40 for, 9 against 
and 2 abstaining. This sends the 
proposal to a referendum among 
the state's 374 high schools this 
fall. 


Except in Lincoln and Omaha 


where principals are expected to 
cast the votes, superintendents 
throughout the state are the 
designated voters on the playoff 
issue, according to NSAA Board 
of Control chairman Lee Todd of 
Grant. 


At least 35% of the member 


schools must vote to make the 
referendum valid, and 60% of 
those who vote must approve the 
playoff plan to make it effective 
in the 1975 season. 


Todd acknowledged that "all 


schools will have to make some 
adjustments" should a football 
playoff materialize. He praised 
the historic decision for a 
referendum on the playoff issue 
"so all schools in die state can 
express their feelings." 


While district voting totals 


were made available, how in- 
dividuals voted was not released. 


Four of the votes against the 


playoff plan and the two absten- 
tions were by district II 
delegates, members of the 
group's largest district because it 
includes Omaha. 


District HI in Northeast 


Nebraska recorded three of the 
negative votes and district VI in 
Western Nebraska cast the other 
two votes against the proposal. 


Delegates from district I (Lin- 


coln and Southeast Nebraska), 
district IV (Central Nebraska) 
and district V (Southwest 
Nebraska) combined to cast 22 
affirmative votes and no 
negative votes. 


Omaha's reluctance to offer 


wholesale playoff approval ap- 
parently is based on the idea that 
the proposed 11-week season 
could eliminate its financially- 
rewarding Metro Conference 
Playoff. 


B«t Omafea Weststte athletic 


director Bill Hoyt toM the 
delegates tkat "we aagat So be 


able to work it out. I know we 
could. Everyone will have some 
adjustments to make." 


According to the NSAA, 363 of 


the state's 374 high schools field 
football teams. The playoff plan 
calls for Nebraska to split the 
128-school Class C ranks into two 
divisions. 


That would boost competition 


into six proposed football 
classifications — A, B, C, CC, D, 
and eight-man. Todd indicated' 
that "enlightening the public" 
about playoffs this spring and 
summer would be "up to (3- 
man) district managing com- 
mittees." 


Other action enacted by the 


Representative Assembly

—approving a limitation that a 


baseball player may pitch only 12 
innings within a 72-hour period. 


—adopting a mandate for the 


Board of Control to charge each 
school an entry fee for each activity 
in which it participates. 


—approving a recommendation 


that the NSAA go on record as being 
opposed to sanction:^ high school 
rodeos.

This proposal 
passed despite its failure to garner a angle affir- 
mative vote in district 5 (Southwest Nebraska) 
or district 6 (Western Nebraska). 


Although no date was specified in the 3-

basketball, an NSAA official predicted a girls 
state tournament "might only be two years 
away." 


NSAA executive secretary Les Caambertin, 


commenting on recent Health, Education and 
Welfare statementi directed to the National 
CoDegiate Athletic Atwdatios (NCAA) aad 
reovMag einnl treatment «f mate tat female 
atUetks, faWfcsted the phflotopby "ooald seep 
dewa arto the aJgb scboob very shorty." 


According to Chamberlin, the HEW 


stipulates that colleges "shall provide separate 
and equal athletic programs for girls."

Chamberhn noted that "there are law suits

They ten 
you," emphasized ChamberUn. 


A motion by Wilber's Eugene 


DirkschneJder, stating "if a school does not 
offer a separate sports program for girls, the 
girls may compete on a boys team in non- 
contact sports" was defeated, 32-14, with 5 not 
voting 


Delegates expressed fear that such a role 


"could run the risk of the opposite being true" 
whereby boys, for instance, could compete in 
girls voOeybaD because no program is offered 
for them.

Benefits For Nebraska 


Ak-Sar-Ben, in particular, and Nebraska horse racing, 


in general, have been the biggest recipients from Ken 
Opstein's decision to run both Destroyer and Pondelli in 
the Kentucky Derby. 


Both Monti Sims-trained horses are at Ak-Sar-Ben in 


Omaha and will stay there until next Monday when they 
will be shipped to Kentucky for their respective prep 
races for the Kentucky Derby at Churchill Downs on May 
4. 


"Sure, it's good recognition for the state," said Ak- 


Sar-Ben general manager Dick Becker, "we hope they 
both do real well in the Derby. Monti and Ken have both 
been good for racing at Ak-Sar-Ben and we hope they'll be 
here again this year. 


"I really don't know how often they'll race here this 


year," he continued. "Of course, it depends a lot on how 
they do in the Derby. If they win, obviously they'll go on 
to the Preakness and the Belmont Stakes (the last two of 
the Triple Crown races)." 


Stabling two entrants in the nation's most prestigious 


race has also increased interest in racing at Ak-Sar-Ben. 
The Omaha track opens its 55-day meet on April 30. 


"It's (having Destroyer and Pondelli) here has 


created a lot of discussion," said Stan Bowker, Ak-Sar- 
Ben's director of member activities. "A lot of people have 
come out early. We aren't permitting people in the barn 
areas but they can watch the workouts." 


Unique Situation 


Although Destroyer was an obvious choice to receive 


a chance at the 100th Derby after winning the $130,200 
Santa Anita Derby on March 31, Pondelli was not given 
his chance until after the Arkansas Derby last Saturday at 
Oaklawn Park in Hot Springs. 


"In talking with Monti, he said the horse ran a good 


race," Bowker said. "But he got into difficulty with that 
large a filed (17 horses) and he couldn't move until the 
end." 


Pondelli, who has one win and two seconds in eight 


career starts, finished fifth in the Arkansas Der- 
by—beaten some 11 lengths by J. R.'s Pet, another Ken- 
tucky Derby participant. 


Destroyer will become the first horse to run in the 


Derby who raced his entire two-year-old season in 
Nebraska. He broke his maiden and then scored a victory 
in an allowance sprint on closing day last season at Ak- 
Sar-Ben. 


Sims has indicated Destroyer will prep for the 10- 


furlong Derby in the 7-furlong Stepping Stone Purse on 
April 27 at Churchill. Pondelli will race in the $50,000- 
added Blue Grass Stakes (9 furlongs) at Keeneland on 
April 25. 


While the Blue Grass is more prestigious and will 


probably attract higher quality horses than the Stepping 
Stone, Destroyer obviously can only benefit from a race 
on the same course that one week later will host the Der- 
by. 


In analyzing last week's races, the winner of the $45,- 


700 Gotham Mile (second division) Sigmund Sommer's 
Rube The Great scored an impressive 4¥z -length verdict. 
That's the same horse that finished seventh-beaten some 
9V4 lengths by Destroyer in the Derby. 


"That alone would make you think that he has a 


chance in the Derby," said Dean Williams, veteran 
Nebraska correspondent for the Daily Racing Form. "I 
thought he. looked good in his two races last year at Ak- 
Sar-Ben. but I didn't think he (Destroyer) was that good." 


Nevertheless, both Ak-Sar-Ben and Nebraska racing 


are receiving increased national interest with the two 
Derby entrants stabled at Ak-Sar-Ben. And that's a good 
sign.

Nicklaus Eyes Title 
At Masters Tourney 


AUGUSTA, Ga. (AP) - Jack Nicklaus is 


favored. 


As usual. 


. 
But the Golden Bear-has a challenge going 


into the Thursday start of the 38th Masters Golf 
Tournament. A host of eager, anxious young 
men are casting a hungry glances at his role as 
the game's premier practitioner. 


And that could make Jack just that much 


tougher. 


"He's the only player in the world who can 


turn it on and off when he wants to," said John- 
ny Miller, a four-time winner this year and the 
top contender for Nicklaus' crown. 


"Competition is what this game is all about," 


Nicklaus said. "Competing, winning, beating 
the other guy, that's what it's all about." 


He has a history of rising to the challenge, of 


playing his best when he's threatened. 


When he came on the tour 12 years ago. Ar- 


nold Palmer was the unquestioned king of the 
game. Jack took him on in a head-to-head con- 
frontation, won a playoff for the 1962 U.S. Open 
title and Arnold has never been the same. 


Later there was the challenge of Lee Trevino. 


He scored that unmatched blitz of the U.S., Ca- 
nadian and British Opens and suddenly was the 
hottest commodity in the game. Nicklaus 


responded with a magnificent run at the unac- 
complished Grand Slam and again was pre- 
eminent. 


Then there was Tom Weiskopf and his light- 


ning grab for glory last year. Nicklaus replied 
with a.late-season rush that brought him his 
third consecutive money-winning title, his se- 
cond straight Player of the Year award and, 
most importantly, that record-breaking triumph 
in the PGA, his 14th major title. 


Now. 
as he begins his quest for an un- 


precedented fifth Masters green jacket, 
Nicklaus is faced with the challenge of the 
game's Young Lions who, this season, have 
emerged as the dominant factor in professional 
golf. 


Miller is the leader. He's slim, blond, young, 


possessed of a picture swing, humility and 
humor, cut in the prototype of the All-American 
boy. 


He followed his record-breaking victory in the 


1973 U.S. Open with four triumphs this year, in- 
cluding a sweep of the season's first three titles, 
and has won almost $150,000. 


"It would be silly to say I'm going to win," 


Miller said. "It's ridiculous to say that with Jack 
in the field. But I will say this. I'll be surprised 
if I don't win. Surprised and very dis- 
appointed."

Strings 
of rainbow-colored wires and 
other authentic instruments 
were attached to the wooden 
structure. 


The trio spent about $50 on 


setting up the capsule, 
purchased their own flight suits, 
and borrowed flight helmets 
from nearby Offutt Air Force 
Base, Zich said. 


The major concession to reali- 


ty, the Mission Control man said, 
was that hamburgers from a 
local hamburger stand were in- 
serted through the hatch. 


Oven Broke Down 


"Our micro-wave oven broke 


down," Zich said. 


The same hatch was used to 


hand out bagged human waste. 


At splashdown, instruments 


buzzed, lights blinked and Zich 
mumbled instructions to the 
crew. 


"Are all systems powered 


down? You're upside down in 
the water now." 


Ventilation was turned down 


to simulate re-entry into the 
earth's atmosphere. It was about 
85 degrees inside. 


Seconds later Zich was pulling 


nails out of the door to let 
America's newest heros out. 


The moment of truth arrived 


as the two less-than fresh 
smelling astronauts emerged 
from their journey over a 
"distance" of nearly one million 
miles. 


Usual Questions 


Newsmen asked the usual 


penetrating questions. 


"How did it feel?" 


Hansen: "I started feeling nut- 


ty the first night about 10 p.m." 


Stenseth: "I felt dizzy when I 


came out. I guess it was from 
being cramped up." 


"What did you learn?" 
Hansen: "I learned that 


before I'd do it again I'd have a" 
place to sleep." 


The flight was supposed to end 


at 3 p.m. CDT Wednesday, but 
splashdown was at 1 p.m. in- 
stead. 


"We came out earlier because 


I had to catch a bus for Des 
Moines," Stenseth said. "My 
family's on vacation there."

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Nixon-Vesco Talk Alleged 


London (AP) — Bernard 


Cornfeld, former head of an 
overseas mutual fund, said 
Wednesday he had been told that 
President Nixon had a secret 
meeting with fugitive financier 
Robert Vesco in mid-1972 in 
Salzburg, Austria. 


Cornfeld, released from a 


Swiss prison Friday, said he had 
been told by a second-hand 
source that Vesco met with 
Nixon while he was in Salzburg 
May 20-22,1972, on his way to a 
summit meeting in Moscow. 


Nixon spent those two days in 


Salzburg. But White House 
spokesman Ronald L. Ziegler 
said there was no such meeting 
"that he (the President) 
recalls." 


The Chicago Daily News 


reported Wednesday that 
Cornfeld claimed he had been 
told of the meeting by someone 
who helped Vesco arrange his 
trip to Salzburg. 


Cornfeld was replaced by 


Vesco as head of Investors 
Overseas Services in a 1971 
power struggle. Cornfeld spent 
11 months in a Swiss jail accused 
of fraud, dishonest management 


and incitement to speculation 
while he was head of IDS.

A survey of put-time medical 


staff members at the University 
of Nebraska • Lincoln Health 
Center indicated Wednesday 
that "we still have only two 
resignations," Chancellor James 
H. Zumberge said. 


His reference was to Drs. 


Frank P. Stone and Robert 0. 
Gariinghouse, who resigned in 
late February, protesting UNL 
administrators' implementing a 
reorganization pUn of the health 
center administrative structure. 


Zumberge had ordered the 


policies dropped, and directed 
health center Medical Director 
Samuel I. Fuenning, M.D., to 
determine by April 1 the intent 
of 27 medical staff phsycians to 
continue at or resign from the 
health center. 


In a letter to Fuenning, the 27 


part-time physicians had all 
signed 
one 
statement 


threatening "to sever all 
professional relationships with 
the health center" if the tem- 
porary administrative policies 
imposed on it by the UNL ad- 
ministration were continued. 


New Creation 


Zumberge has since ordered 


creation of the Nebraska Center 
for Health Education, to be 
directed by Fuenning, and main- 
taining the University Health 
center separately, with a new ad- 
ministrator. 


Znmberge's directive to Fuen- 


ning was to learn how many of 
the physicians would stay under 
the new arrangement. 


The results of Fuenning's 


telephone survey, delivered to 
Zumberge Wednesday, indicated 
six doctors said they want to con- 
tinue at the health center, two 
are retiring, two are on vacation 


and unavailable for response. 
Attempts to contact two others 
were 'unsuccessful, the 
chancellor reported. 


Thirteen physicians remain 


undecided, Zumberge said. 
Including 
Stone 
and 


Gariinghouse, who resigned, 
that accounts for the 27 
physicians who signed the letter 
of intent. 


Deadline Ordered 


The health center reorganiza- 


tion plan will be established by 
July 1, and Zumberge said he has 
directed Fuenning to set a 
deadline for any of the 
physicians who choose to submit 
their resignations. 


The chancellor said he 


recommended getting com- 
mitments from the doctors by 
May 1, to allow the university 
sufficient time to contract any 
new staff physicians required to 
maintain the health center ser- 
vices.

He is Kenneth Lee Sird, 18, 


who admitted be broke into the 
plant and accidentally started 
the $500,000 fire by tossing a 
cigar into a trash can. 


Judge Samuel P. Caniglia had 


directed Sird to undergo a psy- 
chiatric examination and the 
recommendation was that he be 
placed on probation and be 
taught skills. 


But Caniglia said there is a 


lack of appropriate tools and 
personnel which make it "im- 
possible to institute the program 
for probation" recommended by 
the evaluation team of the 
Nebraska Penal Complex. 


Caniglia said, "I can't place 


him on probation and I can't 
follow the recommendation of 
the Penal Complex because we 
don't have the type of program 
they recommend." 


The team suggested that Sird 


be placed in a residence with 24 - 
hour - a day supervision. 


Promising to fulfill the duties

School Bonds 
Back on Ballot

Calf Diarrhea Vaccine 
Proves Highly Effective 


Maternity Sick Pay 
Decision Said Costly 


A calf diarrhea vaccine 


developed by University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln 
veterinary 


scientists is working as well in 
the field as it did experimental- 
ly. 


Or. M. J. Twiehaus and 


members of his staff in the 
Veterinary Science Department 
surveyed a random sample of 
the 4,444 veterinarians who 
bought the vaccine in the first 
nine months after it was licensed 
for commercial sale. 


They obtained usable reports 


for 59 beef herds with 8,026 vac- 
cinated calves and 30 dairy herds 
with 80S vaccinated calves. The 
reports were received from 
veterinarians in 27 states. 


The median per cent of calves 


in beef herds getting the costly 
disease dropped from GO to 10% 
following vaccination and me- 
dian mortality dropped from 10 
to 1%. 


The percentages in dairy herds 


were 80 to 20% and 25 to 5%. 


"Efficacy ratings for the vac- 


cine indicate that the effects of 
neonatal calf diarrhea were 
reduced in 88% of vaccinated 
beef herds and 93% of vac- 
cinated dairy herds," Twiehaus 
reports. 


The reason the vaccine was 


not 1007c effective is because it 
was developed to counter a 
specific reo-vircs, while a 
number of other agents can also 
cause diarrhea, he said. 


UNL Sociologist Editor 
Of New Boole On Crime 


Omaha (AP) — The Omaha 


School District's attorney said 
Wednesday a "very substantial 
cost" could result to the district 
due to a ruling that a pregnant 
teacher can get sick pay while on 
maternity leave. 


In addition, the State Equal 


Opportunity Commission has 
ruled that school officials can- 
not mandate when a teacher 
begins her leave. 


The district's general policy is 


that pregnant teachers begin 
their leave at the beginning of a 
semester instead of in the mid- 
dle, so as to provide a "continui- 
ty of instruction." 


However, in a case invoving 


Mrs. Evelyn Richards, a former 
Bancroft Junior High teacher, 
the commission ruled she should 
have been permitted to teach 
through the first quarter of the 
term before taking leave. 


The commission ruled she 


should have been awarded $858 
for 16 and one-half days of ac- 
cumulated sick leave. 


Kenneth B. Holm, board at- 


torney, has recommended ap- 
pealing the decision to the Dis- 
trict Court and the State 
Supreme Court, if necessary. 


A board committee followed 


that recommendation Wednes- 
day and Board President Paul C. 
Kennedy said he expects the full 
board to approve the action 
Monday night. 


The board historically has not 


granted sick pay for maternity 
leave. It contends pregnancy is 
not an illness, nor an unexpect- 
ed event such as a disabling ac- 
cident. 


Holm said no analysis on po-
